SUSIE PUSS’S 
SATURDAY NIGHT

“Never bathe a cat!” How many times 
have you heard this statement made? It 
is almost as silly as it is to say “never 
bathe a baby.” True, Tabby does not 
need a bath as often as Baby, but there 
is no reason or special taboo for not bath- 
ing your cat when it is necessary. 

Most cat owners seem to feel that a cat 
keeps itself clean and never needs a bath. 
This is not exactly true. While cats do re 
move trash and large pieces of soil from 
their fur, they can not get all of the dirt 
Fine silt works down through the hair 
to the skin and can not be seen unless the 
hair is parted. Also, all the licking in the 
world will not remove the odor that some 
male cats have. Either one of these con- 
ditions is justification for bathing your 
cat. 


The equipment for bathing Tabby is 
very simple. You will need a_ kitchen 
sink, two large bath towels, a_ metal 


comb, and a good shampoo. The latter 
is most important. Do not bathe your cat 
in a laundry or other type household de 
tergent. All “detergents” (the synthetics ) 
have a drying effect on the hair and will, 
























Dry shampoos are efficient and convenient. The 
most popular type comes in a pressurized can— 
and looks like whipped cream. It’s usually ap- 
plied like this, then (below), it is worked into 
the coat and toweled out. Read exact directions 
on the can, and follow them. 








Fill the sink with about four inches of water 
(above), depending upon the size of the cat, 
and lower him into it. Then wet the hair with 
your hand. Next (right), apply the shampoo 
and work into a lather, Watch kitty’s eyes. He 
won't like soap in them any more than you do. 


in time, make the coat dull and lifeless. 

There are, basically, two types of sham- 
poos. Those that water is used with and 
those that do not require water. The lat- 
ter or the dry shampoo has gained a lot 
of favor in the last few years. It saves a 
lot of time and effort and does a good 
job. However, the regular type shampoo 
still seems to be the favorite, so we will 
show the method for both types. 

There are a number of good “wet” 
shampoos available. All of these resemble 
human shampoos in that they contain 
coconut oil or lanolin. Both of these oils 
will help replace the natural oil removed 
from the animal’s haircoat by the action 
of the soap. The lanolin type shampoos 
are preferred because the lanolin is an ani- 
mal oil and more closely approaches the 
natural oil in the cat’s fur. You certainly 
could not go wrong by bathing your cat 
with the same shampoo that you yourself 
use. 

There are several “dry” shampoos avail- 
able which are very effective cleansing 
agents. The most popular type comes in 
a pressurized can and resembles whipped 
cream. The shampoos are called dry be- 
cause no water is used with them, but 
they do wet the hair and the same precau- 
tions should be observed as for the “wet” 
shampoo. The dry shampoos should be 
used according to the directions of the 
manufacturer. 

Be sure to assemble your equipment, 
towels, comb, and shampoo, on the drain 
board or where it can be easily reached 
from the sink. Run about four inches of 
water in the sink and lower your cat into 
the water. Then with your hand wet the 
hair as well as you can. The water should 
be about the same temperature you would 
use for your own bath. 

Now apply the shampoo and work well 
into the coat until the skin is wet. There 
is no better instrument for working the 
shampoo in than the hand. After lather- 
ing, the soap must be thoroughly rinsed 


from the coat.

Sister’s hair-dryer will help, but it’s not a must. 
Some cats will not tolerate the sound of a dryer 
or the blast of air on their fur.

Rinse the cat well—don’t leave any soap in the 
coat for him to lick. That’s important. Soap will 
produce severe diarrhea when taken internally. 


Towel your cat as dry as possible—that’s the 
most essential step of all. Keep him in the 
house until he’s absolutely dry.

THE PERFECT (?) CAT

PART II 


OBLIGATION OF THE EXHIBITOR 
After the numbers of the cats to be judged had 
been posted, an exhibitor would be called three 
times via the loudspeaker. If he or she failed to 
put in an appearance after the third call, a cage 


steward should go to the cage and bring up 
the cat and, after judging, return it to its cage. 
Any cat proving itself too troublesome for a 


steward to handle should be disqualified—since 
it is up to the owner to be present to handle 


such a problem cat or leave a “handler’’ for 
such a cat. If this rule is strictly observed, 
owners who do not care to have their cats 
handled by strangers will make more of an 


effort to be on hand ON TIME themselves. 


SPACE AND VENTILATION. Aside from 
the themselves, the two most important 
factors at any exhibit are space and ventilation. 
The exhibition hall, then, must be enormous. 
And the ventilation should be by an air-cooling 
process, thus eliminating draft, outside noises 
and dust which the open windows bring. The 
cats would be displayed in a style befitting their 
great beauty, in sterilized cages large enough 
for the animal to stretch out in, comfortably, 
without overlapping into its sanitary pan. A 
food and drink receptacle would be fitted into 
the cage (at the animal’s mouth level) prevent- 
ing spilling and messing. Some make of chloro- 
phyll litter should be a “must” in every sanitary 
pan to help keep the air pleasant. If the club 
cannot afford to supply this litter, gratis, a 
sufficient stock should be on hand with each 
exhibitor required to purchase the necessary 
amount or bring it along from home. Only rib 
bons and rosettes awarded in the current year 
should be displayed in the cage. The cat should 
in no way be hidden from view. Any decoration 
of the cage which might add to the glamour 
of the cat would be permitted but all items 
would have to be spic and span—anything 
messy would be discarded by the cage steward 
during a final checkup just before Opening 
Time. (Any questions or disputes on this would 
be referred to and decided by the Show Manager 
whose word would be FINAL).

with a guard railing in front to separate the 
Cats from the public—so that no one could 
poke fingers into the cage or disturb the cats. 


Further, in arranging the 
make a double row of cages, that is: facing each 
other. Instead, the first row of cages would be 
arranged backs against the wall. Facing these 
cages I would place a line of benches (or chairs) 
for the convenience of both exhibitors and the 
paying public who might want to sit down and 
admire the cat and think about “how nice it 
would be to own one of these beauties” instead 
of “I wish there was some place to sit down 
in this blasted hall—my feet are killing me!’’ 
Aside from putting prospective buyers in a buy- 
ing mood, it is also imperative to treat the ex- 
hibitor more humanely. One of the reasons the 
poor exhibitors have to disappear from the scene, 
now and then, is lack of a place to sit down 
and rest. When we try to filch a chair from 
somewhere and sit down near our cats we are 
told “‘not to clutter the aisle’ by a steward who 
seems to appear for that sole reason and is 
sight when his or her presence is 
really needed. “‘Cluttering”’ the aisle by forbid- 
ding chairs is not the answer, since people will 
gather in groups to talk and the aisle will be 
cluttered anyway. Hence, the solution is in the 
line of benches or chairs facing the single row 
of cages all the way down the exhibit floor. And 
this identical arrangement to be repeated in 
every aisle—a single row of cages facing a row 
of seats across the aisle so that the backs of 
the seats will be lined up against the backs of 
the cages. This would leave ample room in the

as one entered the exhibition hall. 


aisles for walking, an uncluttered view of 


CAGE STEWARDS. A necessary factor to 
the production of a smoothly run Cat Show 
would be the appointment of a group of “Cage 
Stewards”. There should be one such steward 
with an assistant relief steward stationed at the 
head of each aisle in the exhibition hall. The 
Cage Stewards should wear immaculate smocks 
(perhaps in the colors of the club) and leather 
gloves with arms well covered to avoid possible 
scratches when handling cats. Among the duties 
of these stewards would be: 


1. To bring a cat to the judges’ platform and 
return it to cage after judging—in the ab- 
sence of owner or other person authorized 
to do so. 


2. To keep the sanitary pans periodically 
cleaned out. 

3. To keep the aisles clear of any group 
gatherings. 


4. To answer any questions for visitors or to 

direct them to the proper source of they 

themselves can’t give the answer. 

To see that none of the cats in their as- 

signed aisles are annoyed in any manner 

by visitors. 

6. To be alert for those who do not obey the 
“No Smoking” edict and summon the Fire 
Inspector on duty—if a dispute ensues. 


FLOOR MANAGER. Another important mem- 
ber of the Show Staff should be the Floor Man- 
ager whose function would be to circulate 
through the exhibition hall and see that all 
Cage Stewards were on the job (not off in a 
corner yaking with a friend). To see that every- 
thing was “right’’ at the Information Desk and 
to report to the Show Manager on the show 
progress or for any reason which in his opinion 
required directive from the Show Manager.

INFORMATION DESK. An _Information 
Desk should be set up with a competent, well- 
informed person in charge, appointed by the 
Show Manager—whose special title could be 
‘*Assistant Show Manager’. This person should 
be able to direct, advise, inform, suggest. He 
should be able, with the aid of notes and refer- 
ence matter, to tell visitors anything they want 
to know about the catteries and breeders and 
the exhibition in general. He should be a 
friendly, enthusiastic “cat book of knowledge”— 
the sort who would make one feel that life with- 
out a cat is incomplete—that “if I don’t get a 
cat like one of these, I'll just die’! 


PROGRAM FORMALITY. All events sched- 
uled for the show would be programmed on the 
first page of the Show Catalog. The program 
would list all talks, lectures, guest appearances, 

















































































awarding of prizes, judges’ recesses, lunch and 
dinner hours—with the time each of these events 
was to take place. The Floor Manager could 
act in the capacity of ‘“‘Program Director” and 
make the announcements over a loudspeaker as 
each event came up—unless a special Program 
Director were appointed for this job. 


REMEMBER THE AUDIENCE. The audi- 
ence seated and watching the events taking place 
on the platform would be separated from the 
rest of the exhibition hall by some sort of rail- 
ing or divider to eliminate confusion and disturb- 
ances so that the visitors and exhibitors trying 
to watch the judging, or whatever event hap- 
pened to be taking place on the platform, could 
enjoy it without having other visitors directly 
behind them chattering to one another, bumping 
into their chairs and, although not meaning to, 
of course, making a nuisance of themselves, 
nevertheless. Separating che cage aisles from the 
platform audience, therefore, is a most desirable 
arrangement—if only by a few feet. 


AVOID ANTI-CLIMAX FINISH. The Show 
Program would be so conducted and managed 
that it would not drag toward—or after( !)—mid- 
night before the “Best’’ Awards were made. 
All Champion and Best-in-Show Winners should 
be announced by 9 P.M. while people were still 
wideawake and appreciative, instead of ex- 
hausted and impatient to leave for home. There 
would be enough time and energy left so that 
the windup would include a gracious tribute of 
some sort to the judges for their heroic work. 
They should be asked to take a bow and receive 
the plaudits of the audience along with the 
Feline Champions on the platform—with a full 
house of spectators. Not the painful petering out 
of the public which it often is—due to the late- 
ness of the hour. With all ends neatly tied up 
by 10 P.M. it would leave enough time for 
exhibitors to make the necessary arrangements 
for departure or other personal plans.

live in comfort in the Beverly home. Here 
there are no problems of wind, weather, 
or even a cat to worry about. 

Mrs. Beverly does not seem as joyful 
as the psychologist over this state of af 
fairs. “My house is overrun with field 
mice,” she says; she isn’t quite sure what 
to make of the sympathetic attitude of 
her cat to the mice. 

The answer, of course, is that cats can 
get along with anyone and anything. Take 
the cat owned by Charles Sakon of Sharon 
Springs, near St. Tohnsville, New York. 
This cat mothered a gosling! 

It happened about a year ago when 
Mr. Sakon found one of his goslings al- 
most dead. He wrapped it in a sweater 
and brought it into his home where h 
placed it under a lamp. The cat had only 
one kitten at the time. She left her bed 
to take possession of the gosling. All day 
long the mother cat washed the baby 
bird, and at night the gosling was found 
snuggling under the mother cat for 
warmth, right along with the kitten.

“Tips to 
the Novice”

PART II 


Ancient Chinese physicians used mold 
to heal the ulcers of their patients, and 
from the Hebrew prophet who rubbed 
dirt into his wounds down to the primi- 
tive peoples of the present day, men 
seem to have been guided empirically to 
the infection-combating properties of 
something in the earth. Only within re- 
cent years, however, have our scientists 
been able to isolate the microscopic life 
forms—the molds and their relatives, the 
actinomycetes—which produce the anti- 
biotic substances that restrain the growth 
of bacteria and which are now so im- 
portant in maintaining the health of both 
humans and animals. 


KINDS OF ANTIBIOTICS 


PENICILLIN, the first of the anti- 
biotics to be discovered, was discussed in 
our last month’s article. It is very effective 
in preventing growth of bacteria in the 
so-called “gram-positive” group. Veter- 
inarians use it in many ways in the 
treatment of cats—particularly in the pre- 
vention of post-operative infections and in 
the prevention of fever following the birth 
of kittens. In general practice, it can be 
used against infections of the eyes, ears, 
nose, throat, mouth, stomach, intestines, 
sex organs, and mucuous membranes, 
and is effective against abscesses, boils, 
pneumonia and meningitis. 

Several different forms of penicillin 
have proved of value, and more than 400 
drug manufacturers are engaged in its 
production in one form or another. Here 
are listed the most common types: 

Crystalline sodium penicillin or crystal- 
line potassium penicillin are similar in 
effect and are particularly useful in 
severe infections. They may be adminis- 
tered by muscular injection. The highest 
blood penetration is thus received, but 
as this form of penicillin is rapidly ex- 
creted from the system, it must be used 
at frequent intervals to maintain effective 
blood concentration levels. 

Procaine penicillin G has become the 
most widely used form of this drug be- 
cause it remains effective in the system 
for a relatively long time. It may be in- 
jected to given orally. 

Penicillin O is not as potent as others 
and is used mainly for patients who have 
proved sensitive to the stronger forms. 

Penicillin V, generally administered 
orally, has found widespread use because 
of its milder action. 

In the years since penicillin was first 
used certain strains of bacteria seem to 
have built up resistance against it, and 


it may sometimes be necessary for veter- 
inarians to use one of the newer anti- 
biotics when penicillin proves only par- 
tially effective. However, because of its 
wide effectiveness and low toxicity, peni- 
cillin is still the preferred antibiotic for 
general purposes, and it is the one that 
most veterinarians depend upon until the 
type of bacteria and the sensitivity of 
the patient has been determined. 

Penicillin may occasionally have side 
effects, but there are no definite data 
showing that it is in any way harmful 
to cats. Prolonged usage may result in 
a thickening of the cat’s skin, but this 
will disappear when the antibiotic is dis- 
continued. Penicillin is also preferred to 
the other antibiotics for oral administra- 
tion to cats since it is less likely to cause 
vomiting or nausea. 


STREPTOMYCIN was discovered in 
1944 as the answer to a search for an 
antibiotic effective against the “gram- 
negative” type of bacteria which peni- 
cillin can not control. It is obtained from 
the soil fungus Streptomyces griseus, and 
was the discovery of S. A. Waksman and 
his co-workers Elizabeth Bugie and A\l- 
bert Schatz at Rutgers University. 

Streptomycin is effective in the treat- 
ment of diarrhea and peritonitis, as well 
as infections of the digestive tract, urinary 
tract, sex organs, throat, lungs, and 
mucus membranes. It helps control the 
bacteria which can cause abortion in preg- 
nant queens, and those which cause some 
forms of pneumonia and meningitis. 

Streptomycin is a very powerful drug 
which has been known to have un- 
desirable side effects in cats occasionally. 
Except in cases of dire need your veteri- 
narian will generally use less toxic anti- 
biotics, but you may be sure that which 
ever one he uses, it is with your cat's 
welfare as the sole objective. 

Penicillin has been combined with small 
amounts of streptomycin, and veteri- 
narians have found that this combination 
is easy to handle with a low incidence of 
toxicity and with high effectiveness 
against a wide range of diseases which 
can not be controlled by either drug 
alone. The Pfizer Combiotic, for example, 
has been very successful in the treatment 
cats. 


BROAD-SPECTRUM ANTIBIOT- 
ICS—single types of antibiotics which 
control all types of bacteria—have been 
sought for ever since it was discovered 
that penicillin and streptomycin were 
limited in their effectiveness to only cer- 
tain types of disease-causing bacteria. 
Several of these are now in production. 
In cats, they have proved effective against 
feline infections enteritis as well as 
against most of both the broad ranges of 
infections against which either penicillin 
or streptomycin can be used. They are 
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given orally, and none are considered 
dangerously toxic, but nausea, vomiting, 
or diarrhea may result from over-dosage. 

Some of the first of these broad-spec- 
trum antiobiotics were Chloromycetin 
(discovered by Ehrlich, Barts, and Joslyn 
in 1947, and now produced by Parke, 
Davis and Company); Aureomycin (a 
Lederle product, discovered by Duggar in 
1948) ; and Terramycin (discovered by 
Finlay and produced by the Pfizer Com- 
pany ). Chloromycetin should have special 
mention, since it is particularly effective 
against pneumonitis in cats and kittens. 

A newer Tetracycline group—Tetracyn 
(Pfizer), Achromycin (Lederle) Panmy- 
cm (Upjohn), Polycycline (Bristol)— 
are similar in effectiveness to the older 
types, but are considered to be even less 
toxic, with reduced likelihood of inducing 
vomiting or nausea. They are very useful 
when germs of the human or feline patient 
have built up resistance to other anti- 
biotics. 

Three brands of antibiotics are made 
from the fungus Stretomyces erythreus, 
isolated by McGuire and Bunch in 1951: 
Ilotycin (Lilly), Erythrocin (Abbott) ; 
and Erythromycin (Upjohn). They are 
effective against gram-positive bacteria 
and some of the gram-negative bacteria, 
and are particularly effective when used 
in conjunction with other antibiotics. 


ANTIBIOTICS FOR TOPICAL 
APPLICATION are very potent, and 
while they are occasionally used internally 
with extreme caution, their chief function 
is the cure of boils, and other eye, ear, 
nose and skin infections. 

Four popular brands are Tyrothrycin, 
first isolated by Dubos in 1939 from the 
bacterium Bacillus brevis; Neomycin 
(Upjohn) from the fungus Streptomyces 
fradiae, discovered in 1951 by Dutcher, 
Hosanky, Donin and Wintersteiner ; Baci- 
tracin (Lederle) discovered by Miss B. 
A. Johnson from Bacillus subtillus in 
1945; and Polymyxin B (Burroughs, 
Wellcome Company’s Aerosporin) from 
Bacillus polymyxa, discovered in 1947 
by Ainsworth, Brown and Brownlee. 

The various qualities of three of these: 
Neomycin, Bacitracin, and Polymyxin 
B, have been combined to form an ex- 
tremely wide-range ointment known as 
Neo-Polycin (Pittman Moore) which is 
particularly useful in the treatment of 
surface wounds and infections of the eyes, 
ears and nose. 


WHICH ANTIBIOTICS TO USE? 


With the great variety of antibiotics in 
use today one wonders what determines 
the selection of a particular antibiotic 
for any given infection. It is a well-known 
fact that each antibiotic is effective against 
certain bacteria with some having more 
effect than others. But a majority of them 
appear to have almost the same capabili- 
ties in combating the same type of bac-

IN GENETICS, 
WHAT IS AN EXPERT? 


by Ann C. Manley 


When considering degrees of reliability of 
statements, one must consider the source. These 
include, in order of their reliability; 1. the lay- 
man, 2. the expert (in his field), 3. a group 
of experts (in their fields). Perhaps the least 
reliable of all, however, and potentially the most 
apt to do harm to the process of clear think- 
ing, is the expert out of his field, for not only 
is he unreliable in the same way as the layman, 
but because he is an expert in another field, 
there is a “halo effect’ which tends to make 
his utterances and opinions outside his field 
accepted as reliable by the incautious reader. 

While many people still believe anything and 
everything they see in print, most people realize 
that magazines and newspapers print a great 
deal of material that is the author’s opinion 
only. Cat fanciers feel free to disagree with an 
article in the current issue of CATS just as 
readily as with the opinion of the breeder 
benched nearby at a cat show. However, far 


too many of us still feel that anything in book 
form is absolute truth. The contents of a book 
printed 


are no more reliable than any other

.F.F. Club in your town, organize one! The C.F.F. secretary will gladly 
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valuable skill to be able to 
judge the probable veracity of printed material. 

One can take into consideration the pub- 
lisher, the writer and the references offered for 
the content. Some publishers will offer anything 
that will sell. Others try to offer only items 
of value but their judgement may not be en- 
tirely reliable. 

There is more to consider in the question of 
the writer. If information is known or given 
with respect to the author’s background or 
training, much can be understood about the 
man. In the cat field, the books by Leon Whit- 
ney (which seem to me to be quite good) do 
give some idea of his background. Any of the 
current standard textbooks on genetics will list 
the institution with which the author is con- 
nected and give some idea of what other books 
he has written or of his background. Even one 
of the more controversial books on nutrition 
gives the eduational background and experience 
of the author, John E.. Thompson, writing on 
nutrition for CATS recently, gave a_ bibliogra- 
phy with his articles showing some of his 
sources and material which might be of further 
interest to the reader. 

The standard genetics texts give references 
at the end of each chapter or at the end of the 
book. If I pick up a bonk on genetics, I ex- 
pect some sort of bibliography or references 
to authenticate or back up the material offered, 
but if references are given, they must bear some 
relationship to the material at hand. Often it 
is worthwhile to check some of the references 
as a measure to help understand the actual 
value of the work under consideration, It is an 
old college trick to fudge a bibliography with 
likely sounding titles or actual titles which 
were not used at all. At least the latter prac- 
tice is sometimes carried over into the more 
commercial world. I am no author and not 
much of a writer but I do try to make it clear 
to the reader that what I offer is my opinion 
or my theory if I cannot offer valid references. 

What constitutes an authority or an expert 
in a field? It depends upon the field. We give 
the title to someone in the cat fancy grudg- 
ingly, but among some groups it is felt that 
one person is an expert judge, another a 
breeder of some standing. Experience and suc- 
cess are the major qualifications. In scientific 
fields, the standards are higher and far more 
specific. An M.D. must have a diploma from 
an accredited school and must have passed his 
license exams (hope I have used the right 
terms here)—and a specialist must have fur- 
ther training in a particular field. A college 
instructor must meet the requirements of the 
institution hiring him. Most colleges will not 
hire anyone without a Ph.D. or equivalent to 
begin with. 

These people are not experts—they are con- 
sidered qualified to work in their fields. They 
do not become experts without a great deal 
of additional practical experience and research 
in their fields. A geneticist is a biologist, pos- 
sibly a zoologist or botanist, who is qualified 
in his or her field with much generalized back- 
ground in biology and specialized training in 
the field of genetics, usually with a Ph.D. and 
with practical experience and research in genet- 
ics.

which is published in a 
scientific field is either secondary research-— 
dependent entirely upon the accounts of other 
peoples’ work—giving careful references to that 
work; or it is based on primary research giving 
statistical details of the work done. Work in 
genetics, to be of value, must involve hundreds 
of individual animals or plants. 

Work in cat genetics, to be of value, would 
have to involve hundreds of animals over 
several generations, often more, necessitating 
extensive housing, full time care and observa- 
tion and heavy financial backing for a person 
or persons with a full background in genetics 
or a full understanding thereof. Essential to 
the undertaking also would be the ability to 
care for the animals properly and the interest 
in the problem. These requirements rule out 
ninety-nine percent of all fanciers and geneti- 
cists,

ANTIBIOTICS 


teria. How then, does your veterinarian 
go about selecting the antibiotic to be used 
in an infection? 


First of all, through experience, he 
learns which of the antibiotics have 
worked well in previous similar cases. 


Through this knowledge will he be 
guided in his selection. 

Then, he will either send a sample of 
the infection to a laboratory that is es- 
pecially equipped to determine the type 
of bacteria present and the most 
effective antibiotic to counteract the infec- 
tion, or he may, himself, gain this same 
information through the use of blood- 
agar plates. These are small, round, flat, 
sterile dishes that may contain blood from 
an animal or some other agent suitable to 
the growth of bacteria. Mucus, exudate, 
discharge, scrapings or blood are taken 
from the infected cat and smeared on the 
material in these plates. It is allowed to 
incubate for a short time so that the 
bacteria from the samples will grow on 
this food. As the bacteria grows the 
material in the plate will usually turn a 
darker color. A simple test pattern to 
which is adhered little round pellets of 
most of the antibiotics and of other forms 
of drugs, is then placed upon the surface 
of the incubated dish. This is allowed to 
incubate further and within two to four 
hours a noticeable change will take plac> 
A round clear ring will appear around 
some of the antibotics, an indication that 
the particular antibiotic is inhibiting the 
growth of the bacteria. The larger this 
ring the more effective the antibiotic, so 
that although the rings may appear around 
several of the antibiotics the tester knows 
which antibiotic may be used to best ad- 
vantage or whether or not it will be 


necessary to use more than one antibiotic.

It must be kept in mind that all anti- 
biotics are potentially dangerous and they 
are better left to veterinarians, all of 
whom are trained in their usage. It is 
very possible to run into many troubles 
and complications if they are not given 
at the correct time and dosage. It must be 
determined which of the antibiotics will 
be effective, and if the patient is sensi- 
tive to them. The correct dose must be 
given initially for antibiotics work quickly 
and efficiently only if given in the proper 
amounts. 

Generally the first dose must be the one 
that is going to do the most good for they 
work rapidly and are excreted quickly 
from the system. If they are given in 
amounts that are not sufficient, the bac- 
teria can build up resistance to them and 
no later amounts regardless of size may 
do much good. 

Antibiotics that are to be used orally 
should be administered not less than one- 
half hour before a feeding nor less than 
two hours after a feeding. It is not ad- 
visable to take your cat to the veteri 
narian right after a feeding. 

You may ask your veterinarian for a 
small supply of the antibiotics that he 
may believe to be satisfactory for you to 
have on hand. This is a big help in cases 
where the veterinarian cannot be sum- 
moned immediately or a day or two will 
elapse before he can see the cat. Some- 
times there are conditions in which this 
may occur and home dosage must be used 
pending professional treatment. 

Please keep in mind that the anti- 
biotics cannot cure everything, but until 
something better is discovered they are 
our best help in fighting off the ravages 
of some diseases. We should be very 
thankful that we do have this boon to the 
animal kingdom and to mankind as well.

This does not mean that cats are more 
susceptible to colds, nor that they should 
not be bathed. I have never seen a cat 
harmed by bathing if this one precaution 
was observed. A hand-held hair drier will 
speed the process, but is not necessary. 
Some cats will not tolerate the noise of a 
drier or the blast of air on their fur. 

After you have dried kitty the best you 
can with the towels, comb through the 
coat to straighten the ruffled hair, This 
serves two purposes. First, it takes the 
tangles out of the hair, and second, re- 
moves dead hair loosened by bathing. By 
removing this loose hair you help pre- 
vent the cat from swallowing it and caus- 
ing stomach or intestinal hair balls. 

Here are a few Dos and Don'ts that 
will summarize and add to what has been 
said. 

DO—Bathe your cat or kitten when- 
ever you feel that he needs it. 

DO—Use a good “dry” or “wet” sham- 
poo that contains lanolin or coconut oil. 

DO—Dry your cat well and be sure 
that he is thoroughly dry before he goes 
outside. If you like, bathe him at night 
and he will be ready to go out the next 
morning. 

DON’T—Let your cat go outside wet. 

DON’T—Bathe a sick cat. If your cat 
acts sick or is sick, forget the bath. Take 
him to your veterinarian and follow his 
advice. 

DON’T—Use a 
as a shampoo. 

DON’T—Use cleaning fluid, cigarette 
lighter fluid, or such other liquids on a 
cat. If he has paint, tar, chewing gum, or 
the like on him, let your veterinarian take 
care of it.
